ADMIT SELLING BOMBS TW O MONTHS AND FINE 


Fug itiv e Alleg ed Wife 
Slay er Is Bro ug ht Back 


CAM DEN, N. J., Sept. 20— George 
Dobson, w anted as the m urd e re r of his 
wife at R unnem ede, N. J., eig ht miles 
below Cam den, on S eptem ber 9, who 
w as c a ug ht in C am den, wras brought 
back today. 
He arrived at N orth P hilad elphia 
S tatio n at 8.30 A, M., on the M an hat­ 
tan limited, w ith the tw o children, his 
son and a niece of his wife, w hom he 
took w ith him , and was conveyed to 
C am den w ith them in m otor cars by 
P rosecutor C harles A. W olverton orf 
Camden county. 
Dobson w as hag gard 
and 
walked 
as though in a trance. H e w as un ­ 
shaven, unkept, and bleary-eyed. T he 
two children w ere quiet, but not un­ 
happy. They w ere in custody of L aw ­ 
rence Doran, one of the two Cam den 
county detectives w ho traced Dobson 
to C ourtland, O ntario, across tn e line 
from D etroit. Dobson w as m anackled 
to H ow ard Sm ith, the o ther detective. 
T he children, R aym ond Dobson, a 
son of Dobson by his first wife, not 
the w om an slain, and B a rba ra 
Mc- 
Keown, neice o ’ the slain 
w om an, 
w ere placed in one m oto r car, Dobson 
in another. 
Before he w as separated from them 
Dobson lifted up his little son and 
hugged him tig htly and kissed him .

T he children w ere sim ply dressed, 
the boy w earing a blouse and cap, and 
the girl a little flowered w hite dress.
